REPORT OF THE JURY - BY HENRY S. CHURCHILL 


THE JURY FELT THAT THE PROGRAM REQUIREMENTS WERE SOMEWHAT EXCESSIVE FOR 
THE TIME ALLOWED AND CONSEQUENTLY MINOR ATTENTION WAS GIVEN TO THE INDIVIOUAL 
UNIT PLANS EXCEPT IN CONSIDERING FINAL AWARDS. IT WAS FELT THAT IN ORDER TO 
JUSTIFY AN AWARD THE SITE PLAN MUST BE AT LEAST A POSSIBLE SOLUTION, 


IN GENERAL THE UNIT PLANS SEEMED TO BE EXCESSIVE IN THE AMOUNT OF SPACE 
PROVIDED, THEY SEEMED MORE SUITABLE FOR A HIGH=GRADE COMMERCIAL SUBURBAN 
DEVELOPMENT THAN FOR THE HOUSING OF FACTORY WORKERS IN A SMALL TOWN, THERE 
WERE OF COURSE EXCEPTIONS TO THIS AMONG WHICH MAY BE MENTIONED THE UNIT PLANS 
OF R.W.CARR, UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA, AWARDED A FIRST MEDAL, 


THE JURY ALSO THOUGHT IT. WAS UNFORTUNATE THAT THE PROGRAM CONTAINED 
THE PHRASE "THE PATTERN OF THE SITE LAYOUT SHOULD PROVIDE AN INTERESTING 
DESIGN." THIS SEEMS TO HAVE INFLUENCED THE COMPETITORS FAR TOO MUCH IN THE 
DIRECTION OF MAKING WALLPAPER PATTERNS. 


THIS CRITIC ALSO WISHES TO COMMENT ON WHAT SEEMS TO BE AN UNFORTUNATE 
TENDENCY !N EACH SCHOOL TO TURN OUT A SERIES OF VARIATIONS OF ONE TYPE OF 
PLAN, THIS WAS PARTICULARLY NOTICEABLE IN THE PROBLEMS FROM UNIVERSITY OF - 
PENNSYLVANIA, GEORGIA SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY AND TO A LESSER EXTENT FROM THE 
UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS. THERE 4S NO ONE SOLUTION TO ANY SUCH PROBLEM AS THIS 
AND THE INSTRUCTORS SHOULD SEARCH OUT AND ENDEAVOR TO PROMOTE ORIGINALITY AND 
VARIATION RATHER THAN IMPOSE THEtR OWN FDEAS, OR THOSE OF THEIR MOST BRILLIANT 
STUDENTS ON THE OTHERS. 


THREE H.CS, WERE GIVEN. OF THESE, TWO WERE GIVEN FOR MISCOUNT OF THE 
NUMBER OF UNITS - REGRETFULLY IN THE CASE OF ONE WHICH WAS A VERY INTERESTING 
VARIATION OF THE STANDARD UNIVERSITY OF RENNSYLVANIA PLAN. THE OTHER ONE WAS 
GIVEN BECAUSE THE STUDENT ASSUMED THAT ROADS OUTSIDE OF THE PROJECT WOULD BE 
EXTENDED ON EITHER SIDE. THIS WAS NOT IMPLIED BY THE PROGRAM AND GAVE THE 
STUDENT AN UNFAIR ADVANTAGE IN THE MATTER OF ROAD LENGTHS AND CONSEQUENTLY IN 
THE AMOUNT OF SPACE LEFT FOR PLOTTAGE. 


THE TwO FIRST MEDALS SEEMED TO THE JURY TO BE EXCELLENT SOLUTIONS OF 
THE PROBLEM. THE RECTANGULAR PATTERN WOULD SEEM TO BE THE MOST NATURAL ANSWER 
TO A SITE PLAN ON AN UNOBSTRUCTED PIECE OF FLAT LAND, IN BOTH OF THESE PROB 
LEMS THERE !S AN EFFECTIVE SCREEN ALONG THE MAIN STREET AND A VERY SATISFAC- 
TORY FEELING OF OPENNESS ACHIEVED. THERE WAS SOME FEELING THAT THE RATHER 
FORMAL ORCHARD PLANNING iNDICATED IN THE SCHEME BY J,8.FRANCIS, UNIVERSITY OF 
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PENNSYLVANIA, WAS PERHAPS TOO FORMAL AND TOO DIFFICULT OF ACHIEVEMENT, THE

HANDLING OF THE LARGE CENTRAL AREA IN R. W. CARR'S VERSION 1S MORE }NFORMAL 
AND WOULD PROBABLY BE MORE PLEASANT {tN ACTUAL EXECUTION. THE TREATMENT OF THE 
CUL=DE-SACS, PARTICULARLY THE NORTHERLY ONES, IN THE J.B.FRANCIS PROBLEM WAS_

THIS CRITIC FELT THAT THIS WAS PARTICULARLY SO IN CARR'S PROBLEM, WHERE THE 
GROUPINGS AT THE INTERSECTIONS AND THE OCCASIONAL VARIATIONS FOR THE LARGER 
HOUSES WERE VERY WELL STUDIED AND WOULD BE EFFECTIVE IN EXECUTION. . 


THE SECOND MEDAL DESIGN BY J. NICHOLS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA, 
HAS MANY OF THE CHARACTERISTICS OF THE FIRST MEDALS BUT THE JURY FELT THAT IT 
WAS NEITHER SO WELL STUDIED NOR SO THOUGHTFUL AS THE OTHER TWO. 


THE MENTION PROBLEM OF E.R.GILBERT, RICHMOND, VA., WAS SERIOUSLY CON- 
SIDERED FOR A MEDAL BUT WAS FINALLY REJECTED FOR TWO RATHER SERIOUS FAULTS, 
THE FIRST ANO MOST IMPORTANT OF THESE 1S THE SPACING. OF THE ONE FAMILY 
HOUSES ALONG THE MAIN STREET. !T 1S ABSURD IN A PROJECT OF THIS NATURE TO 
PLACE HOUSES ONLY SIX TO TEN FEET APART, AND PARTICULARLY SO WITH THE TYPE OF 
OPEN UNIT PLAN WHICH THIS COMPETITOR HAS USED, IT WOULD HAVE BEEN FAR BETTER 
TO HAVE THESE HOUSES FRANKLY AS CONNECTED TWIN UNITS. THE OTHER OBJECTION 
WAS THE EXTREME LENGTH OF THE TWO CUL=DE=-SACS. ON THE OTHER HAND THE VARI A= 
TIONS TO THE RECTANGULAR PATTERN THAT WAS OBTAINED BY THE TWISTING OF THE 
STREETS WAS FELT TO BE VERY PLEASANT, ANO THE CONCENTRATION OF SPACE, GIVING 
ROOM FOR THE SUBSIDIARY BUILDINGS AND THE ORCHARD TREATMENT, WAS CONSIDERED 
ORIGINAL AND INTERESTING, 


THE OTHER MENTIONS OF THE SAME GENERAL RECTANGULAR PATTERN WERE USUALLY 
LESS WELL STUDIED AND THOUGHT OUT VARIATIONS OF THE MEDAL DRAWINGS. ONE OF 
THE BEST OF THE NON-RECTANGULAR PATTERNS WAS THAT BY C.B, TAYLOR, UNIVERSITY 
OF OKLAHOMA, WHICH {S tNTERESTING IN THE DYNAMICS OF ITS DESIGN. ITS GREAT 
FAULT 1S THAT 4T DOES NOT FIT WITHIN THE PLOT, WITH THE RESULT THAT THE PIECE 
OF ROAD ON THE BACK LOT LINE 1S WASTEFUL, AS IS THE TANGENT ROAD AT THE WEST 
LINE. THE IDEA WAS GCOD BUT WAS INSUFFICIENTLY REALIZED. 


THE JURY FEELS THAT COMMENT SHOULD BE MADE ON THE SUBMISSIONS FROM 
GEORGIA SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY, NONE OF WHICH WAS PREMIATEO. IT WAS THE JURY'S 
OPINION THAT THERE WAS NO LOGICAL REASON BEHIND THE CHOICE OF ANY ONE IN 
PARTICULAR OF THE IRREGULAR PATTERNS USED. THIS, HOWEVER, DID NOT WEIGH SO 
HEAVILY WITH THE JURY AS THE FACT THAT THE CUL=-DE-SACS IN THE CENTRAL AREAS

REPORT OF THE JURY - BY RAYMOND BARGER 


THIS PROBLEM OFFERED AN OPPORTUNITY TO CREATE ORIGINAL DESIGNS FOR A 
REINFORCED CONCRETE BRIDGE, YET FEW STUDENTS TOOK ADVANTAGE OF IT AND THERE 
WERE VERY FEW DEVIATIONS FROM THE TRADITIONAL BRIDGE DESIGN IN THEIR SUBMIS- 
SIONS. THE STRENGTH, SOLIDITY AND POSSIBILITIES OF CONCRETE WERE LITTLE 
APPRECIATED OR REALIZED IN SOME OF THE SKETCHES. CONCRETE LIKE ANY OTHER 
BUILDING MATERIAL CAN EXPRESS BEAUTY THROUGH THE PROPER APPLICATION AND USE 
OF ITS QUALITIES OF STRENGTH, SCALE, AND SIMPLICITY. 


THE DESIGN BY R.THEIS, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, WHICH WAS OUTSTANDINGLY 
DIFFERENT FROM THE TRADITIONAL PATTERN, WAS MUCH ADMIRED FOR ITS INGENIOUS 
SOLUTION, BUT RECEIVED ONLY A HALF MENTION BECAUSE IT WAS NOT SUFFICIENTLY 
CONVINCING. THIS DESIGN CONSISTED OF A HEAVY TAPERING BUTTRESS ON ONE SIDE 
OF THE RIVER WITH A SLENDER VERTICAL SUPPORT ON THE OPPOSITE SIDE SUPPLEMENTED 
BY SOLID NATURAL ROCK FORMATION. 


BY FAR THE BEST SKETCH IN THE COMPETITION WAS ENTERED BY |.JU.MAITIN, 
UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA, NOT ONLY WAS THIS DESIGN FOR A BRIDGE A STRAIGHT- 
FORWARD APPROACH TO THE PROBLEM, BUT IT WAS DEFINITELY CONCEIVED FOR CONCRETE, 
iTS SIMPLICITY WAS SUITED TO THE MEDIUM AND THE VERTICAL MEMBERS SUPPORTING 
THE TRAFFIC LANES ABOVE THE ARCH SERVED STRUCTURALLY AND ADDED DISTINCTION TO 
THE DESIGN OF THE BRIDGE, THE SLENDERNESS OF ALL MEMBERS WERE CHARACTERISTIC 
OF REINFORCED CONCRETE, AND THIS DESIGN WOULD PRODUCE AN INTERESTING CONTRAST 
OF LIGHT AND SHADE. IT WAS ADMITTED, HOWEVER, THAT THE ARCH WAS SOMEWHAT ON 
THE THIN SIDE. 

S. OYAKAWA, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS: THE JURY WAS UNANIMOUS IN ITS 
OPINION THAT THIS SKETCH COULD HAVE BEEN "COMMENDED" FOR ITS DESIGN HAD THE 


APPLIED VERTICAL BUTTRESSES AT EACH SIDE BEEN ELIMINATED. THESE PIERS 


DETRACTED FROM THE BEAUTY OF THE UNDER CURVE OF THE BRIDGE AND THE FLAT 
SURFACE SPAN OVER THE RIVER. DEVOID OF THESE ITS SHEER SIMPLICITY AND STURDY 
QUALITY WOULD HAVE ENHANCED ITS CONCRETE CHARACTER. 


W.R.Pesct, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS! THIS SKETCH ATTRACTED ATTENTION

The comparative analysis should include a brief sum- 
mary of the qualities and weaknesses of each example 
chosen, considering the location, the techniques, and 
standard of living of the time in which it was built by 
contrast with our. own time, our techniques and our 
standard of living.

toward a definite solution. ! 


The site for the market comprises an entire city block 
(700' x 300') where former buildings have been con- 
demned and demolished. 


The 300' sides of the block are bounded by two 


north-south streets 90' 0'' wide, of which 20' 0" on each 
side is used for sidewalks. The 700' sides of the block 
are bounded by two east-west streets 60' 0'' wide, of 
which 15' 0'' on each side is used for sidewalks. 


The market will be accessible by foot, car, and bus, 
and will be one-story in height.

NUMEROUS OBJECTIONS WERE RAISED TO THE WAY IN WHICH THIS SCHEME WAS CARRIED 
OUT IN DETAIL, NEVERTHELESS, THE BASIC 1DEA WAS SUFFICIENTLY GOOD TO MERIT A 
SECOND MEDAL. THE PROBLEM CALLS FOR DELIVERY OF GOODS BY TRUCK, THE GRADUAL 
DISPERSION OF THESE GOODS THROUGH STORAGE TO RETAIL COUNTERS TO INDIVIDUAL 
PURCHASERS, WHO TAKE THEM TO THEIR CARS, THUS THE SCHEME IN WHICH, FROM A NUCLEUS, 
THESE SERVICES ARE FANNED OUT |S NOT ONLY SYMBOLICALLY SOUND BUT PRACTICALLY SO 
AS WELL. SERVICE FROM ONE STREET PURCHASING FROM THREE, ALL ON THE GROUND LEVEL, 
RESULT LOGICALLY FROM THIS CONCEPT, HOWEVER, AS CARRIED OUT, THE FOLLOWING CON-

Two communities of the south central United States, 
ten miles apart, each having a ime of about 20,000 
inhabitants, have agreed to share the development and 
maintenance costs of a jointly owned commercial airport. 
The landing field, complete with runways, and lighting 
equipment, has already been built, and it is used today 
by Army Air Force planes. At the close of the war the 
airport will be turned over to these two towns for com- 
mercial use. (See airport plan). S 
The airport lies midway between the towns which are 
ten miles apart. It is one of several small airports on a 
proposed 550-mile long feeder-line airway, which links two 
more important airports lying .on.a main line.air route. 


No hangars will be needed, as the feeder-line planes 
d be housed at the terminal airports at the end of the 
ine. . 

The program calls for the design of the station and the 
grounds only, no changes or improvements are to be 
made to the landing field, except that taxi strips will be 
shown connecting the proposed loading apron to the 
existing runways. Bis 

The site and orientation of the station and the layout 
of the car parking areas and the roads of approach are 
left to the individual designer, but they must be within 
i shaded area indicated on the accompanying airport 
plan. 


Since the airport station serves primarily as a link or 
passage between air and surface vehicles, its planning 
calls for direct and easily followed circulation of all cate- 
gories of traffic: plane, automobile, passenger, general 
public, express and mail. Separation for incoming and 
outgoing traffic should be provided where needed. The 
character of the building suitable to its use will result, 
the airport committee feels, if a fitting background can 
ke made for the modern plane. This may be attained 
without bizarre and startling effects.

THE SCHEMES SUBMITTED WERE, IN GENERAL, NEEDLESSLY COMPLICATED FOR AN AIRPORT 

TO SERVE TWO SMALL CITIES. A GOOD MANY DESIGNS WERE JUDGED TO BE UNWORKABLE 
BECAUSE OF THE PRESENCE OF LONG STATIONARY PLATFORMS WHICH JUTTED OUT AT VARIOUS

THIS PROBLEM SEEMED TO THE JURY TO BE ONE WHICH MAINLY INVOLVED THE ESTAB-

REQUIRED PLAN ELEMENTS ON THE SITE DESCRIBED BY THE PROGRAM, THE PROGRAM ALLOWED 
LATITUDE IN RESPECT TO CHARACTER, THE #tNFERENCE WAS HOWEVER THAT, IN VIEW OF THE 
SURROUNDING ENVIRONMENT, DUE CONSIDERATION SHOULD HAVE BEEN GIVEN TO THE CHOICE

THE JURY FELT THAT THE MAJORITY OF STUDENTS FAILED TO GRASP THE CHARACTER | 
AND SPIRIT OF A COUNTY FAIR, THE PROGRAM WAS QUITE FREE, ALLOWING MANY GOOD 
PHYSICAL ARRANGEMENTS OF PARTS. ; . 


A COUNTY FAIR 1S A FESTIVE GATHERING AND THE OPPORTUNITY IT GIVES FOR 
PEOPLE TO SEE ONE ANOTHER, TO RUB SHOULDERS, TO MILL ABOUT, TO HAVE FUN, 1S 
EQUALLY AS IMPORTANT AS THE EXHIBITS PRESENTED. THE PEOPLE MAKE THE COUNTY FAIR, 
{T 1S A LEISURELY AFFAIR AND THE BUFLOINGS MIGHT PREFERABLY BE ARRANGED IN A 
MANNER THAT ALLOWS EASY ACCESS TO EACH BUILDING FROM A COMMON GATHERING AREA, 
FORCED CIRCULATION SEEMS HIGHLY UNDESERABLE ~ PEOPLE SHOULD BE FREE TO VISIT

IN ANALYZING THE SOLUTIONS THE FOLLOWING FACTORS APPEARED TO BE IMPORTANT 
ELEMENTS IN GOOD SOLUTIONS OF THE #ROBLEM , AND WERE TAKEN INTO CONSIDERATION BY 
THE JURY IN MAKING THE AWARDS: (1) AN INVITING AND ADEQUATE ENTRANCE FROM THE 
STREET WHICH (2) AFFORDED EASY ACCESS TO A PROPER RECEPTION SPACE THAT INCLUDED 
COATROOM, WASHROOM AND INFORMATION DESK. (3) A BAR PREFERABLY LOCATED ON THE | 
GROUND FLOOR AND THOWGH SECLUDED YET READILY ACCESSIBLE. (4) OUTDOOR SPACES 
UTILIZED TO BEST ADVANTAGE IN LARGE AREAS RATHER THAN IN SMALL NARROW COURTS 
WHICH DEFEAT THEIR OWN PURPOSE. (5) THE HANOLING OF WINDOW SPACE FOR ADMISSION

THAT HAD DISTINCTION AND CHARACTER, IN PLAN THE LOBBY OPENS INTO A LOUNGE WHICH 
LEADS TO A CAFE AND BAR WITH A GARDEN AT THE REAR, THE DINING ROOM AND OUTDOOR 
DINING AREA ARE LOCATED ON THE SECOND FLOOR, SERVED FROM A KITCHEN AT ONE SIDE 


OF THE BUILDING, THE KITCHEN 1S WELL PLACED AND HAS ONE DIRECT ACCESS TO THE 


DItNtNG ROOM PROPER ANO ANOTHER TO THE OUTDOOR DINING AREA. {tT MIGHT BE CRITI= 
CIZED AS SOMEWHAT SMALL FOR THE DINING SPACE. CERTAINLY THE LOWER KITCHEN IS 
INADEQUATE TO SERVE THE CAFE AND BAR AND OINING TERRACE ON THE FIRST FLOOR. THE

AND AN ATTRACTIVE LOUNGE WHICH OPENS OUT ON A GARDEN AND CAFE, IN THIS DESIGN 
THE ENTIRE BASEMENT 1S UTILIZED TO GOOD PURPOSE IN A WAY WHICH WAS OVERLOOKED BY 
A MAJORITY OF THE STUDENTS. A VERY AMPLE KITCHEN SERVICING ALL THE DINING ACCOM- 
MODATIONS AND THE BILLIARD ROOM FIND LOGICAL PLACES IN THE BASBMENT. THE DINING 
ROOM 15 ON AN UPPER FLOOR, THE MEETING ROOMS AND THE LIBRARY ARE ON THE TOP

THE BUILDING, AND THOUGH ITS FORM AND LOCATION WERE QUESTIONED BY SOME, OTHERS 
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T THE WALL SPACE MIGHT, AS A RESULT BE TREATED co AN EFFECTIVE MOTIF. 


a THE KITCHEN 1S, INADEQUATE. THE ELEVATION WAS A CERTAIN DISTINCTION ACHIEVED BY 


‘A RATHER TRADITIONAL SOUTHERN BALCONY MOTIF, CONTRASTED WITH A WALL TEXTURE 
CREATED BY A SERIES OF SPLAYED SURFACES. THE NARROW VERTICAL STRIPS OF WINDOWS 
IN THE TEXTURED WALL ARE OF DOUBTFUL UTILITY; THEY HARDLY LIGHT THE ROOMS 
BEHIND THEM ADEQUATELY. POSSIBLY THIS EFFECT WAS INTENTIONAL AND MIGHT DF

G.H, CABLE, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS = MENTION! THIS DESIGN WAS CONSIDERED 
FOR A MEDAL AWARD BECAUSE OF ITS PLAYFUL AND INTERASTING FIRST FLOOR PLAN, BUT 


ON CLOSER EXAMINATION, THE LIGHT WELL IN THE CENTER OF THE COMPOSITION SEEMS TO 


DEFEAT !TS OWN PURPOSE, IT BLOCKS CIRCULATION THROUGH THE LOUNGE TO THE BILLIARD 
AND CARD SPACE AS WELL AS GIVING A RATHER CRAMPED EFFECT TO THE LOUNGE ITSELF, 
THE ARRANGEMENT OF THE ELEMENTS ON EACH SIDE OF THE LOBBY 1S TO BE COMMENDED, 
WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE POWOER ROOM DOOR, WHICH SHOULD NOT BE IN SUCH PROXIMITY

THE NEAREST DOCUMENTS, THE JURY WAS INTERESTED IN SOME OF THE TRADITIONAL 
FACADES PRESENTED, UNFORTUNATELY THE AUTHORS OF THESE PROOLEMS, EITHER (1) 
KILLED THE PLAN GY THE APPLICATION OF SUCH A FACADE OR (2) KILLED THE FACADE BY

THE THOUGHT IN PRESENTING THIS PROBLEM WAS TO HAVE THE STUDENT PUT HIMSELF

THE ROAD WHERE HE MIGHT GET A JOB, tT WAS HOPED THAT THE STUDENT WOULD BE INSPIR= 
ED TO PLAN A FRIENDLY AND EFFICIENT CAMP WHICH WOULD PROVIDE A PLACE WITHIN THE 
MEANS OF THESE PEQPLE, AND BECOME AN ASSET TO THE COMMUNITY AS WELL AS A MODEL

EXTRAVAGANT. (3) REASONABLE STRUCTURE, APPROPRIATE FOR THE SPECIAL PURPOSE, 
THIS WAS PARTICULARLY STRESSED, SINCE THE PROGRAM WARNED AGAINST MASSIVE CON~ 
STRUCTION. (4) CHARM; THIS MIGHT BE DERIVED FROM THE PLAN, THE RELATION TO 
THE SETTING, OR THE STRUCTURE, OR A COMBINATION OF SOME OR ALL OF THESE FACTORS. 


THE JURY REJECTED SKETCHES WHICH SUBMITTED A FORCED INTERPRETATION OF THE

G.M.CLARK ALSO OF THE UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS PRESENTED A SOMEWHAT SIMILAR 
DESIGN BUT LESS WELL PLANNED ANO LESS WELL PRESENTED, 


C.J. YOUNG OF THE UNIVERSITY OF OKLAHOMA, SUBMITTED A MORE EXTENSIVE AND 
MORE PRETENTIOUS BUILOING BUT ONE WHICH AT THE SAME TIME HAD GREAT CHARM, 


R, KINSEY OF PRINCETON UNIVERSITY SUBMITTED ONE OF THE MOST INDIVIOUAL 
AND CHARMING DESIGNS, DELIGHTFULLY PRESENTED. UNFORTUNATELY 1§T COULD NOT BE
